I am always amazed at the 
endurance of our folks when 
it comes to _ havesting 
peanuts. My friend, Jeff 
Adkinson, who lives on Rt, 
one, Enterprise, intheNew 
Home Community, went for 
three days without sleep 
because his neighbors were 
depending on him to pick 
their peanuts, I am sure 
that there is more con- 
cern about the weather at 
peanut picking time in the 
Wiregrass than just about 
any other time during the 
year, 

Incidentally, J, D, Skin- 
ner of Sessions Company 
told me the other night 
that he figured the peanut 
crop was a little better 
than what I had predicted 
a few weeks ago, I agree 
with him and it certainly 
is a pleasant surprise, 


PEANUT DRYERS 

I was surprised at the 
number of peanut dryers 
located on the farms in 
Coffee County. Some of the 
folks have big volume dry- 
ers like Roy Bowden of 
Route One, Samson, Rollan 
and John Day of Route One 
Samson, Fred and Jackie 
Sherrer of Route One, En- 
terprise, Foy Motley of 
Route One, Coffee Springs, 
and dozens of others,

the-farm drying, Morrow 
Gin Company in Elba has 
commercial dryers and so 
does Enterprise Oil Com- 
pany and Sessions Com- 


pany, both in Enterprise, | 


and one out at their fine 
station in Fairview. These 
dryers are helping toelim- 
|\inate some of the risks in 
|peanut harvesting. We are 
fortunate that we have had 
fairly good weather for 
harvesting the past ten 
days, 


LAWN CLIPPINGS 


worked a lot with lawns 
recommended leaving the 
lawn clippings to add humus 
to the soil, But we now 
know that heavy grass 
clippings tend 


contribute to the problem 
of thatching which grad- 
ually builds up during the 
season, This problem can 
be prevented by using a 
grass catcher or a lawn 
Sweeper to remove clipp- 
ings after each mowing, 
If you want to, these clipp= 
ings can be put on the 
compost pile to rot and 
produce humus for other 
uses. I am a firm believer 
of folks who have Zoysia 
or some of the newer Ber~ 
muda grasses removing the 
clippings each time the 
lawn is mowed, This will 
cut down greatly on 
diseases, Incidentally, if 
you are still mowing your 
lawn as low as you were two 
months ago, you are making 
a mistake. Raise your 
mower at least 1/2 inch 
before frost. 


ROSES 

Roses need close at- 
tention, during these hot 
days. Sara Hutchinson and 
Dan Presley, who keep up 
closely with the recom- 
mendations on roses as 
well as other plants, re- 
minded me that two 
diseases are causing real 
losses in Coffee County. 
These are powdery mildew 
and blackspot, These di- 
seases take all of the leaves 
off rose plants. Mildew 
looks like a real light frost 
on the leaves and they 
curl up, Blackspot appears 
as feathered edge spots on 
the leaves, The leavesthen 
turn yellow but the spots 
remain black and the leaves 
fall off. To control black- 
spot use Phaltan or Da- 
conil. If mildew is a prob- 
lem, add Karathane or Mil- 
dex.

To Cow Breeders Group New Eye Test for Sun Sensitivity 


It is now possible for those who sell sun glasses to Measure 
accurately the degree to which an individual's eyes are sensi- 
tive to sunlight. The measuring is performed with a newly 
perfected device by Univis, Inc., Fort Lauderdale, Fla. r 

The instrument is in a box in which the viewer sees two 
small horizontal bands of light, with a band of black sand. 
wiched between. His degree of sensitivity is measured by the 
point at which the black band becomes invisible, as the operator 
gradually increases the intensity of the light from the other 
two bands. 

To a person whose eyes are extremely sensitive to bright 
sun, the black band vanishes within a few seconds after the 
test begins. Another person may watch for 15 or 20 Seconds 
before he can no longer see it.
